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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

1 )nriiig  tlie  \'ear  tlia  l)irtlis  of  892  children  liave  been  registered,  of  tliese 
202  were  bo\  s :ind  179  girls.  The  total  gives  a rate  cf  81  •12  per  1,000  per  annum 
of  the  estimated  popnlat ion.  Last  year  the  birth-rate  Avas  81 ’44  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

MORTAL  STATISTICS. 

Luring  the  year  ending  December  81st,  1905,  199  deaths  were  i-egistei‘ed 
in  Eston  Urban  Hanitary  District.  The  death  rate  was  equal  to  15’12  per  1,000 
of  the  [)opulation  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year.  Last  y^ar  201  deaths 
were  registered,  the  death  rate  being  equal  to  10*81  ])er  1,000  per  annum  of  the 
estimated  population.

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MEASURES  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  SPREAD  OF 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

1st.  Careful  systematic  inspection  of  the  district  with  a view  t(j  remedyin 
any  sanitary  defects  likely  to  give  rise  to  infections  diseases. 

2nd.  Visitation  of  your  iMedical  Officer  and  Inspector  of  every  house  in 
wliicli  infections  disease  occurs. 

3rd.  Free  Isolation  in  the  Sanatorium. 

4th.  School  notihcation  of  infectious  diseases,  and  preventing  of  children 
from  infectious  houses  attending  school. 

5th.  Distribution  of  printed  precautions  against  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases. 

6th.  Disinfection  of  all  infected  houses  by  an  Cfficer  of  the  Council  under 
the  supervision  of  your  Inspector. 

7th.  Gratuitous  supply  of  disinfectants  in  all  cases  requiring  them. 

8th.  The  Council  pay  for  Swabs  taken  in  doubtful  cases  of  Diphtheria 
sent  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  London,  by  the  iMedical  Officei. 

9th.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  used  at  the  Sanatorium. 

PRECAUTIONS  TO  BE  TAKEN  IN  A CASE  OF  CONSUMPTION. 

Consumption  is  an  infeotious  disease  and  therefore  is  preventible.  Infection 
occurs  througli  the  sputum  or  spit  which  tlie  sick  person  coughs  up  from  the 
diseased  lungs  j when  this  dries  it  floats  in  the  air  and  is  inhaled  by  othei  peisons. 

A consumptive  person  who  follows  out  the  following  recommendations  is 
not  only  doing  the  best  thing  possible  for  others,  but  is  at  tlie  same  time  large!}’ 
increasing  his  own  chance  of  recovery. 

Do  not  swallow  the  sputum. 

Do  not  spit  anywhere  except  on  to  a rag  or  piece  of  paper  ; burn  the  rag 
or  paper  at  once. 

The  sick  room  should  be  cleansed  often ; on  the  termination  of  the  illness  it 
should  be  disinfected,  this  will  be  done  free  of  charge  by  the  Sanitaiy 
Authority. 

Dampness,  darkness,  dirt,  and  wunt  of  ventilation,  favour  the  spread  of  the 
disease  ; sunlight,  fresh  air,  and  cleanliness  check  it. 

A consumptive  person  should  if  possible  occiip}^  a separate  bedroom. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs.  ForU^-seveii  deaths  oceuiTed 
from  this  cause.  Iieiiig'  seventeen  more  tliaii  last  veai-.  Diseases  of  the  hmo-s  will 
always  remain  hig-h  in  yonr  district  ; as  we  have  a trying  changeahle  climate. 
I would  strongly  a<lvise  the  v^eari ng  of  fiamiel  next  the  skin,  the  leading  of  a 
simpler  life,  and  he  more  temperate  in  eating  and  drinking. 


Tuberculosis  and  Wasting  (Consumption)  claims  23  victims  as  against 
21)  last  year.  Consnmpti(')n  is  a pi’eventible  disease  which  is  caused  hv  minute 
living  germs  called  ” Tubercle  bacilli,  " vdiicli  usually  enter  the  body  with  the  air 
bi-eathed.  The  matter  whic-h  consunpitive  people  (‘-ongh  or  spit  up  contains  the 
germs  of  the  disease  in  great  numbers.  If  this  matter  is  spat  upon  the  floors  or 
the  walls  of  aii}^  public  or  priyate  place,  or  else  vyliere,  as  soon  as  it  becomes  diy 
the  germs  of  the  disease  which  it  contains,  are  blown  about  and  float  in  the  air, 
like  any  other  minute  particles  of  dust,  and  ai'e  inhaled  by  anybody  breathing 
that  air  ; or  they  may  fall  upon  milk  or  other  food,  and  gain  access  to  the  body 
with  the  food,  so  consumptives  should  alwavs  be  careful  to  spit  into  a vessel 
containing  water,  or  use  a piece  of  rag  or  paper  and  burn  it  at  once. 


SMALLPOX. 


No  case  of  KSmall})ox  occurred  in  your  district  during  the  year.  When  a 
case  does  unfort unateW  occur,  1 mav  state  the  nieasures  adopted  as  we  have  had 
al)solute  success  so  far  since  I became  'S'our  dledical  Officer.  AVhenever  a case 
of  Smallpox  is  notified,  usually  by  tele[)hone,  the  Medical  Officer  visits  the  patient 
at  once  and  the  patient  is  removed  to  our  Isolation  Hospital,  the  house  is  disin- 
fected thronghout,  and  the  bedding  and  clothing  removed  and  burned  (we  have 
not  a steam  disinfector)  the  contacts  are  quarantined  and  compensation  paid  to 
them  (16  davs)  and  revaecinated  if  they  will  consent.  The  following  day  the 
rooms  are  stripped  of  wall  pa]jer,  which  is  removed  and  burnt,  the  contacts  are 
visited  every  other  day  to  see  if  any  fresh  cases  develope  ; if  not  on  the  15th  or 
I6th  day  the  contacts  are  liberated.  One  of  the  most  obvious  modes  in  the 
suppression  of  a threatened  epidemic  of  8niallpox  is  promptness  of  action  ; a few 
days,  even  a few  hours,  may  make  all  tlie  difference  between  the  suppression  and 
extension  of  the  disease,  coincidental  with  the  removal  of  the  patient  and  the 
necessary  disinfection,  re  vaccination  of  all  contacts  slionld  be  pi-oceeded  wdth. 


SCARLET  FEVER.

MEASLES. 

( )ccnred  in  the  early  part  of  the  yeai*,  and  is  responsible  for  ei^yht  deaths. 
School  closure  had  very  little  effect  in  stamping  ont  the  disease,  to  be  effective  it 
must  be  cai’ried  out  soon  aftei*  the  lirst  case  has  occni'ed  among  the  Sc'holais, 
owim>-  to  the  marked  infectivitv  of  Measles  before  the  eruption  occurs  and  the 
disease  can  be  diagnosed,  the  child  about  to  be  attacked  and  attending  school 
would  probably  infect  a varying  number  of  children  in  the  school  with  whom  he 
had  been  in  contact.  Tf  the  school  is  closed  for  a fortnight,  ’within  a Aveek  from  the 
lirst  case  or  group  of  cases  occuring,  all  the  children  infected  by  the  initial  cases 
will  contract  the  disease  Avhile  the  school  is  closed,  as  the  ineubation  period  of 
Measles  is  onh'  about  fourteen  days.  The  school  can  lie  re-opened  at  the  end  of 
the  fortnight  with  the  certainty  that  all  children  infected  from  the  first  cases 
would  be  excluded  from  school,  and  many  outbreaks  may  in  this  Avay  be  vei^j^ 
mnch  limited  oi'  entirely  stamped  ont — this  is  the  only  satisfactoi'y  method,  but  in 
towns  like  South  Hank,  Grangetown  and  Eston  it  cannot  be  always  effectual, 
owing  to  the  op|)ortunities  the  children  have  of  mixing  together  outside  the  school, 
but  in  rural  areas,  or  in  districts  where  the  children  attend  school  from  several 
villages,  this  method  of  school  closing  wall  have  good  results. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Whooping  Gough  should  not  be  a fatal  disease  although  we  liaA'-e  2 deaths 
recorded  during  the  year.  The  child  should  lie  keiit  AAmrm  for  6 weeks.  If  the 
('hild  is  not  then  well  it  Avill  beneht  the  child  to  give  it  a change  of  air  to  the  sea 
side,  mines,  gas  works,  etc.,  etc.  If  the  child  is  exposed  liefore  6 Aveeks  liaAO 
elapsed  (the  natural  duration  of  the  disease)  then  the  child  gets  Bronchitis  or 
other  complaint  Avith  the  chance  of  a fatal  result. 


ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Only  I death  has  occurred  from  Enteric  Fever-  this  is  very  satisfactary. 
I repeat  the  number  of  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  is  a true  index  of  the  sanitary  state 
of  the  district.  All  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  are  not  Avater  borne  or  due  to  milk. 
It  may  be  caused  by  flies,  in  many  cases  when  the  diseased  patient  remains  at 
home  other  persons  are  infected  by  soiled  linen,  &c. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 


We  1 lave  had  58  eases  of  Diplitlieria  notified  durino*  the  year  ; in  most  eases 

the  Bacilhis  was  found  and  20  eases  were  isolated  at  tlie  Sanatorium.  Diplitlieria 

is  an  acute  speeifie  disease,  epidemie  and  contagions,  and  is  eharacterised  1)\'  a 

inembranons  exnda.tion  on  the  nincons  membrane  of  tlie  throat  or  adjacent  parts. 

( Iccasionally  a wound  on  the  surface  of  the  body  may  be  the  seat  of  <hphtheria 

infection.  The  d isease  is  not  onh'  directly  inocnlable  bv  contamination  with 

• %■'  * 

diphtheria  ]irodncts,  but  may  be  indirectly  conve3^ed  bv  infected  clothino'  and 
other  external  objects.  It  is  jirimarilv  caused  by  a specific  bacillus  (Klebs- 
Loefher)  which  is  exclusively  found  at  the  seat  of  infection  ; and  yields  toxins,  to 
the  absorption  of  which  the  phenomena  of  the  disease  is  due.  It  has  been  a 
mattei*  (»f  observation  that  certain  rural  districts  in  which  the  surface  soil  is  cold 
and  humid,  and  where  damp  houses  and  ])riv_v  and  drainage  nuisances  abound, 
or  where  the  aspect  involves  much  ex])osure  to  cold,  wet  winds,  particularly 
favour  diiihtheria,  these  conditions  lower  the  vitality  of  the  s_ystem,  and  give  a 
good  breeding  ground  for  the  bacillus  to  act,  but  in  npy  opinion  do  not  directly 
cause  the  disease. 


ddiere  is  absolutely  no  doubt  that  its  dissemination  is  greatly  assisted  by  the 
aggregation  of  children  in  our  Elementarv  Schools.  It  frerpiently  happens  that 
on  inquiries  at  a school  where  cases  have  occurred  among  the  scholars  reveals  the 
fact  that  sore  throat  has  l)een  prevalent,  and  it  is  probable  that  such  cases  of  sore 
throat  are  not  iidVequentlv  mild  cases  of  diphtheria  and  should  be  treated  as  such, 
or  at  any  rate  rigidly  excluded  fi-om  school.  It  is  well  knowm  that  the  diphtheric 
organism  will  live  i)i  the  throat  for  several  weeks  after  complete  convalescence 
f'roni  the  disease.  Tins  has  been  amph"  proved  at  Eston  during  the  year,  so  that  I 
exclude  all  children  who  have  suffered  from  diphtheria  one  month  after  convales- 
cence is  established,  and  during  epidemics  we  should  have  periodic  medical 
inspection  of  the  throats  of  all  school  children.  If  the  Government  demand  that 
a child  should  be  educated,  the  Government  should  see  that  the  child  should  run 
no  ])revental)le  risks  in  contracting  infectious  disease  at  school. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 


The  term  “ infant  ” is  restricted  to  twelve  months  of  age.  8die  high 
mortality  among  infants,  however  good  their  surroundings,  and  however 
intelligent^  maternal  care  is  exercised,  arises  from  many  causes  ; a certain 
proportion  are  premature,  and  cannot  survive,  some  are  borji  wdth  malformations 
and  other  defects  which  soon  terminate  their  existence  ; others,  the  olfspring  of 
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weakly  parents,  eaniiot  long  survive,  and  in  spite  of  all  care,  tiiere  a large 
proportion  who  will  siujcninh  to  one  or  oilier  of  the  many  ailments  ito  which 
infancy  is  susceptible.  Making  due  allowance  for  these,  it  may  be  taken  that  an 
animal  death-rate  amongst  infants  of  IdO  ])er  thousand  is  nnavaidable,  and  il  this 
be  granted,  it  follows  that  anything  above  this  is  preventable,  althongh  the 
necessary  means  to  prevent  it  are  so  extremely  difficult  to  apply  tliat  even  ni  the 
best  districts  the  loss  of  infant  lives  is  in  excess  of  the  standard.  Onr  infantile 
mortalitv  is  156  as  against  182  per  thousand  last  year,  this  shows  a great 
sacrifice  of  young  lives,  and  public  opiidon  ought  to  l)e  aroused  to  this  tact. 
It  is  a scandal  and  a shame  that  in  every  other  department  of  sanitary  science 
we  have  been  able  to  do  much,  but  infantile  mortality  is  the  black  s[)ot  in  oiii 
sanitary  efforts,  and  has  i-eniained  a])out  the  same  for  the  last  20  } eai  s. 

We  should,  liy  teaching  Hygiene  in  schools,  stir  up  public  opinion  in  this 
matter.  The  mother  is  the  natural  guardian  of  the  infant,  ami  90  per  cent,  of  all 
mothers  should  feed  their  own  child;  their  breast milk  is  the  most  natural  and 

suitable  for  their  own  child. 

The  increasing  carelessness  and  deficient  sense  of  responsibility  among  the 
younger  women  of  the  present  day  is  largely  the  result  of  the  general  infiiience  of 
our  modern  school  system  and  of  the  literature  for  wdiich  schooling  has  set  up 
a demand.  The  inclination  of  wannen  for  domestic  service  (the  proportion  of 
wmmen  in  domestic  service  has  declined  from  14’2  in  1891  to  12  2 in  1901)  is 
attributed  to  our  compulsory  education.  The  laws  of  health  and  domestic 
hygiene  are  taught  in  our  secondary  and  other  schools  to  a greater  extent  than 
evOT  before,  and  the  ignorance  on  the  subject  is  therefore  due  to  indifierence 
rather  than  to  Avant  of  opportunity.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  instruction  in 
the  subject  should  be  compulsory  in  all  elementary  schools  and  not  be  relegated 
to  the  optional  classes  of  continnation  or  secondary  schools.  Such  instruction 
can  only  l)e  taught  properly  liy  teachers  wdio  are  themselves  w^ell  grounded  in  its 
general  princiiials,  and  unfortnnateh'  only  a small  proportion  of  the  teachers  are 
so  qualified.  It  is,  therefore,  important  that  every  educational  anthority  should, 
without  delay,  give  facilities  for  their  elementary  school  teachers  obtaining 
suitable  instruction  in  elementary  sanitation  and  in  domestic  and  school  hygiene, 
so  that  they  may  be  qualified  to  impart  the  necessary  information  on  those 
subjects  to  the  children  attending  the  elementary  school.  To  get  in  touch, 
ho\vever,  with  the  mothers  of  to-day  and  bring  to  their  notice,  in  a practical 
manner,  the  proper  methods  of  feeding  and  managing  their  children,  I know^  of  no 
better  means  than  the  appointment  of  women  health  \isitois.

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the  yeai‘,  no  deaths  oeciired,  to  have  65  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  20  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  and  3 cases  of  Illnteric  Fever  admitted  to  a pnblic  Institution  duriin>' 
the  year  and  treated,  and  not  a single  death  occin-ring  is  a verv  satisfactorv 
result  -as  nniny  cases  on  admission  looked  hopeless  : of  coni-se  the  nursimr  of 
Fever  patients  is  the  all  important  part,  and  the  good  result  rellects  great  credit 
on  the  .Matron,  (Miss  Frood),  ami  her  nursing  stall  for  assidnitv  and  care  in 
nursing  and  watching  complications.  The  Xew  Disinfecting  Cliamher  and 
M<n'tuarv  will  l)e  most  useful,  es|)ecially  the  former,  l)ut  the  latter  is  useful  when 
retjuired  and  this  we  ho})e  will  only  ])e  at  long  intervals.

In  all  cases,  as  usual  after  the  removal  of  the  patients  to  the  Sanatorium, 
the  houses  have  been  carefully  and  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  in  the  case  of 
patients  being  treated  at  home,  the  usual  precautions  have  been  taken,  and  on 

recovery  the  houses  fumigated. 

Limewash,  brushes  and  disinfectants  have  been  (as  in  the  past)  supplied 
gratuitously  to  all  applicants. 


SEWERAGE. 

The  whole  of  the  Sewers  have  been  regularly  attended  to  and  flushed  and 
maintained  in  a thoroughly  efficient  state. 


The  Channel  of  the  main  outfall  sewer  from  Grangetowm  Station  to  the 
outlet  oil  to  the  Foreshore  has  for  the  first  time  for  many  years  been  thoroughly 
cleaned  out,  with  the  result  tliat  the  adjoining  marshy  land  has  been  drained  and 
the  nuisance  caused  by  the  smell  arising  therefrom  has  been  reduced  to  a, 
minimum,  if  not  completely  ei'adicated.

All  open  \Vatei‘  CAurses  in  the  district  have  ]>een  periodically  cleaned  out, 
and  are  in  a satisfactory  condition. 


OLD  ESTON  SEWERAGE. 

During  the  pa.st  year  many  and  serious  complaints  have  been  received  of 
the  stench  arising  froin  the  open  sewer  between  the  outlet  of  Hewdey  Street 
drain  and  the  Black  Cottage  in  Eston  lane.  The  Council  recoo-nisinv  the 
conditions  and  tlie  possil)le  consequences,  have  unaninionsly  decided  to  remove 
this — prol)al)ly  the  only  serious  flaw,  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district. 
Plans,  Specifications,  Ac.  have  been  preq)ared,  Tenders  obtained,  and  the  sanction 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  is  now  alone  required  for  la\dng  down  a new 
Sewer  for  the  purpose  of  removing  the  sewei-age  from  the  open  Water-  Course 
and  conveying  it  by  means  of  sanitary  pipes  to  the  outfall. 

NEW  SUBWAY,  GRANGETOWN. 

Tlie  work  in  connection  wdth  the  New  Subway  and  approaches  to 
(4rangetown  wms  commenced  in  February,  ami  ])roceeded  in  a most  satisfactory 
manner,  and  notwithstanding  the  many  difficulties  to  contend  wdth,  the  v-hole 
work  except  the  fixing  of  Wrouglit  Ii-oii  Bailings  was  completed  by  the  end 
of  Xovembei’,  being  three  months  Avithin  the  contract  ])eriod.  Since  this 
completion  wm  have  had  seAwal  A^ery  lieaAW  rainfalls,  but  no  flooding  at  the 
subAvay  or  in  connection  Avith  this  Avork,  and  althongh  I have  knoAAui 
heavier  rainfalls,  I feel  sure  that  under  the  old  order-  of  things  tire  Subwav^ 
AA-oidd  have  beeir  flooded. 

ddris  Avork  Avhich  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Corrncil  at  a cost  somewhat 
below  Tl  l,fH)n  has,  so  far  as  I can  hear,  giAmn  every  satisfactioir  to  the  gerreral 
public  aird  ratepayers  throughout  the  district,  and  I have  no  doubt  that  its 
erectiorr  Avill  liave  very  considerable  influence  iir  the  frrture  developenreirt  of 
this  portion  of  the  Courrcil’s  Disti-ict.
